Manilla, June 18. — Captain Andrew 
Rowan of the NineteenUt Infantry is 
ond«r InTetttgation for tbe destru 
tlon of a town, and thereby cauulng 
an active renewal of the liisiirrt-ctiou 
In the island of Bohol. A native who 
bad assassinated a corporal was 
caught and killed. Captain Rowan 
then burned an adjacent town, and 
tli« poople tn a race Joined the insui^ 
gent chief, Sampaon. 

One hundred and fifty former Unl 
ted States soldiers, a majority of thc'in 
being capable employes of the civil 
dapartments, have protested to Oen' 
•ral MacArthur against the alleged 
arbitrary exerclFe of discretiona. y 
authority on flu' part of th<' civil i 
vice board. The law gives the board 
discretion to make a rule requiring 
the examination of old employes, and 
the board has not announced whether 
it win or will not render these exam 
inatlons. All the petitioners agree tu 
. resign rather than submit to examina 
tioni, and will , accept private employ 
ment unless the matter Is settled 
fnlckly. The members of the bottd 
My that since no actios has been 
taken there has been no crieviuicf 
General MacArthur has jraquested the 
board to transmit to him a rule cov 
ering the point, for promulgation ac 
cording to law. 

The mombors of the civil sorvict 
board say they have taken no action 
on the question involved, but have no 
tlfied Lieutenant Colonel Crowder. 
the milNary governor's secretary, to 
send his fV^I^^ tfjfe examination. Colo 
nel Crol^def ra reply asked for the 
certification of the rule under which 
the examination was required. Colo- 
nel Crowder says it would be incon 
▼enient to spare the men, and that the 
requirement is unduly stringent at the 
present juncture.

Shot by a Minister. 
Berkeley. Cal., June 18.— Dr. J. G. 
Jessup, a dentist, was shot and fatally 
wounded by Rev. Charles Adams, for- 
merly an Episcopal minister. It Is 
sUted that Adams' daughter called 
Jessup by telephone and asked him to 
come to her home and prevent her 
tother from whipping her. When Jes- 
i«p arrived at the Adams house and 
retaoBstrated with him Adams drew a 
•revolver and shot the dentist through 
the breast. Adams is In jail and Jes- 
sup is dying. Rev. Adams is well 
known in the east He was ordained 
at Gambler, Knox county, O., and Ail- 
ed pulpit* in Fremont. O., and Cincin- 
nati. His last charge was Bt. An- 
drews in Oakland, from which diurch 
be was dismissed for intemperance. 
Adams says he was drunk when he 
did the shooting. 

Minieter Loomis Pleased. 
Paris. Jtlne 18. — Francis B. Loomis, 
until recently United BUtes minister 
to Venezuela, said he was very much 

pleased at his appointment to the post 
of minister to Lisbon. His lu alth hnd 
suffered by his stay In tropidil V. n( ■ 
Buela, and he considered bis transfer 
to a European legation as being not 
merely an agreeable chfmge but a pro- 
motion. He thought he was entitled 
to regard the appointment as an open 
expression of confidence on the pait 

Of the admlnistrallon, which had un- 
falteringly supported him in the Ven 
esuelan trouble. Mr. Loomis did not 
foresee ground for any renewal of the 

unpleasantness. 

Chinese Soldiers Held 9Bck. 

Peking, June 18.— The foreign min- 
isters have declined to assent to al 
low 8.000 Chinese soldiers to come to 
Peking now. They consider that it 
would be Inadvisable to permit such a 
step to be taken before the latter part 
of August, by which time the inter- 
national troops, with the exception of 
the legatiQB guards, will have left the 
city. The ministers also declined to 
permit international troops to guard 
the Forbidden city until the Chinese 
■oldlers sl Mai arrive. 

Colombian Rebellion. 

Kingston, Jamaica, June 18. — Ad- 
vices received here from Colombia 
say the rebels refuse to lay down tli ir 
arms, owing to the ill treatment i 
political prisoners by fOYemi|ient offi 
cers. Prominent prisoners tetre par 
aded tlirough the principal towns as 



a warning to liberal sympatnisers, and 

in view of the recrudescence of rebel 
activity in the interior the Colombian 
government has purchased the steam- 
er Darien to be used as a gunboat.

Deadly Rise of WaUrs. 

Richmond, Va.. June 18. — A serious 

storm passed over the region adjacent 
to Big Stone Gap. There was high 
wind and torrential rain. Near Bu- 
chanan several horses were drowned 
in a meadow, and many acres of wheat 
are ruined. Heavy rains have fallen 
in many sections of the state for three 
days, and all streams are out of their 
banks. A cloudburst at Han i.<sonburg 
did 150,000 damage. .Many houses 
were washed away, stores flooded and 
their stocks damaged. Albert Hilbert 
and Miss Etta Revercomb were drown- 
ed In Beaver creek, near Harrison- 
burg. Washington . McCormick, the 
ferryman at Caskle. on the James 
river, was drowned by his boat wash- 
ing him away. 

Bad For Jsssie Morrison. 
BIdorado, Kan., June 18. — It Is con- 
sidered that the state's case against 
Jessie Morrison has been made strong- 
er at this trial liy the introduction as 
evidence of several slips of paper 
upon which Mrs. Castle wrote as she 
lay on her dying bed. Her windpipe 
had been severed with the rasor in 
Miss Morrison's hand, and she could 
communicate with those about her by 
writing only. This writing of the dy- 
ing woman was introduced for two 
purposes: to show that she did not 
expect to live, and to corroborate her 
dying statement of her fight with Jes- 
sie Morrison. 

Wool Conditions. 
Boston, June 18. — No material 
change in the wool market has been 
noted here during the past week, ex- 
cept as the season adrnnces fine wools 
show improved tone. Manufacturers 
are buying freely of wools for Imme- 
diate use. but show no inclination to 
buy beyond their needs. The quota- 
tions In territory wools are unchang- 
ed, although several good sales have 
been registered daring the past week, 
Fleece wools art quiBt, With slow sales 
and prices nominaL 

Rev. Keller Testifies. 

New York. June 18.— The n^v John 
Keller, who was shot by Thomas G. 
Barker In February last, was a wit- 
ness in court in Jersey City against 
the man who had sought to take his 
life. He was assisted to the witness 
chair by court attendants. After stat- 
ing he was 40 ytars old and unmar- 
ried and a minister of the gospel since 
1886, Mr. Keller detailed the circum- 
stances of the assault upqn him as be 
was going from his home to the rail- 
way station. 

RHmer About Botha. 

London, June 18. — The Bun. which 

has not l)een overreliable on this sub- 
ject, hears ttiat Mr. Kruger has act- 
ually cabled to General Botha declin- 
ing to concede anything, and that in 
consequence of this decision General 
Botha and the commandants agreeing 
with bis peace views have decided to 
repudiate Mr. Kruger's authority, and 
a further consultation with Botha's 
representatives and Lord Kitchener 
will be arranged (or next week. 

Reformed Presbyterians. 
Cincinnati, June 18. — The general 
synod of the Reformed Presbyterian 
church has decided to meet on the 
third Wednesday of next May In the 
First Reformed Presbyterian church 
of Philadelphia. The different boards 
and committees have all been named. 
Professor h; M. Daily of Philadelphia 
presented the report of the foreign 
mission board, showing that the col- 
lections for tbls year aiMunted to 

$3,700. 

Southern Town Burned. 
Atlanta, June 18. — It Is reported 
here that a large portion of the city 
of OreenTllIe. B. 0.. has been swept 
away by Are. The manager of the tel- 
egraph office there advised Atlaata at 
8 o'clock a. ni that a big fire was 
burning on both sides of him and that 
bis office would be destroyed.

Washington, June 18.— The Russian 
ambassador. Count Cassinl. has com- 
municated to the state department 
that In con.sequence of the action of 
the American g(jvcrnment. tlirough a 
trcHsiiry oi-icr of Miirch 'J last, apply- 
ing tariff restrictions against Russian 
petroleum imported Into this country, 
the Russian minister of flnanne, M. 
DeWltte, has issued an order dated 
June 7 imposing the high rate of thf 
Russian schedule on American v.liit( 
resin, uiul. r article S2 of the Rus^ian 
tariff law. and Increasing the rate on 
American bicycles under article 1 
of the Russian laws. 

This action is entirely ar»art from 
that taken in comix ( tion with Russiun 
sugar, and is a new development in 
the discriminatory duty lmpos< d by 
this government and the retaliator\ 
duties Imposed by Russia. The ordei 
of the ntis.«lan ministtr is to take 
feet next Friday, or two weeks from 
the date of its issuance.

Cabinet Meeting. 

Washington. June 18.— At the cal.i 
net meeting there was desultory dis- 
cussion of the Chinese settlement, the 
situation in the Philippines. Cuba and 
Porto Rico. The president Is prepared 
to Issue his proclamation declaring 
the abolition of duties between tli 
United States and Porto Rico if the 
Insular legislature at the extraordinary 
session, called for July 4, presents 
facts to him to sustain the claim that 
the revenues under the Hollander tax 
law makes the Island self-sustaining 
The cabinet believe that the Chinese 
settlement is close at liand. In talk 
Ing of this settlement Secretary Hay 
suggested that the amounts volunta 
rily paid the American missionaries 
by riiincse provinces sh(iul<i lie d 
ductfd from our aggregate claim of 
$i'.'>.000.000. The general sentiment of 
the cabinet seemed to favor this 
course, but no action was taken. 

Riee Wills. 

New Tork. June 18. — The hearing 

In the case of the two contested wills 
of William ilarsh Rice, the million 
aire. who. it Is alleged, was poisoned 
to death, was called before Surrogate 
Fitzgerald. Lawyers represetnnig the 
heirs and next of kin. A1l>ert T. Pat 
ritk, Captain Raker and the executors 
of the two wills were in court. Law- 
yer Caiitwell. representing Patrick 
esked for a postponement until the 
first of October, on the ground that 
criminal proceedings against his cli 
ent had not been disposed of. The 
motion was opposed liy John M. Bow- 
ers on behalf of the exe< utors of the 
first will, which was made in KSitt;. 
An adjournment was taken until VVeJ- 
nesday.

In 
wliich it r< c< iiiniend. d tl;at fOOd.OOu 
be raised by subscription among irish- 
men throughout the world for the ex- 
hibit. 

IVIri. IVIcKinley's Condition. 
Washington, June IS. — Prs. .Tohn- 
ston and Rixey held a consultation at 
the White House, at the conclusion of 
which Dr. Johnston pronounced Mrs. 
.Mc Kin ley out of danger and convales- 
cing. He said that there may lie, of 
course, a recurrence of her trouble, 
but for the present the danger Is past. 
It Is expected President and Mrs. Mc- 
Klnley will be able to leave for Can- 
ton by July I. 

French Submarine Beats. 

Paris, June 18. — The new French 
submarine boats tuiildiiit,' will be fur 
nlshed with double motors i-team and 
electricity, similar to the fittings of 
the Holland, thus increasing their 
sphere of action and enabling them to 
plunge quicker than the Narval. The 
latter's recent experini* nts were un- 
satisfactory. The crew suffered great- 
ly, and navigation on the surface was 
also dafictlve.

Miss Walters said that there had been 
no quarrel between them and thit 
Richards appeared to be in unusually 
good spirits.

— The strike of 
the National Ca^h Register employes 
has been amicably settled. Over 2,600 
men will return to work Wednesday 
morning.
